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Reopening of Theater 
Set Definitely July 7 

REDECORATIONS AND ALTERATIONS NOW 
IN PROCESS DUE TO PUBLIC RESPONSE 


Sierra Madre will have a 
motion picture theater once 
again when its owner, Harold 
Stein, reopens the establish¬ 
ment at 87 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd. July 7. 

It will be completely refur¬ 
nished and redecorated for its 
new run of motion picture pres¬ 
entations made possible through 
popular demand and the pur¬ 
chase of bargain tickets now 
selling in advance. 

The theater, dark since April 
19, will come alive not only 
with new lights and decorating 
but also with a new box office 
that is being moved to one side 
of the entrance to improve the 
appearance of the exterior. 

Stein, who has been heart¬ 
ened by the encouragements of 
many Sierra Madreans who 
want the theater in operation, 
believes that people will con¬ 
tinue to buy the tickets in ad¬ 
vance as an expression of their 
approval of the new venture— 
and also because each ticket 
entitles the holder to 12 admis¬ 
sions for the price of 10. 

The tickets may be purchased 
at various business establish¬ 
ments in downtown Sierra Ma¬ 
dre or from Stein who is keep¬ 
ing office hours at the v theater 
from 7 p.m. to 9 throughout 
the week. All mail or commu¬ 
nications should be addressed 
to him there. 

Money from the ticket sales 
is being put immediately into 
improvements of the theater, 
according to Stein who also 


says his plans for a general 
redecorating will include the 
installation of 200 new seats. 

In the past, many seats have 
been damaged or destroyed by 
juvenile pranksters, but Stein 
says he believes such vandal¬ 
ism will be greatly diminished 
through the good work of the 
Semanons’ teen-age club and 
the Sierra Madre Youth Activi¬ 
ties Association, an organiza¬ 
tion of adults devoted to the 
promotion of teen-agers’ enter¬ 
prises. 

Prominent among those who 
have expressed the desire to 
see the theater once more in 
operation are, besides young 
people, persons without cars, 
and older people who enjoy 
motion pictures only if they 
don’t have to travel far to see 
them. In the letters Stein has 
received in this respect one of 
the greatest surprises was cor¬ 
respondence from two residents 
of San Marino who expressed 
their disappointment when the 
theater closed.

Because of its new size and 
stock the men of the corpora¬ 
tion estimate that it will take 
at least two weeks to move its 
products which include many 
items that do not show at the 
front of the store—such as win¬ 
dow glass, pipe fittings, and 
other household and building 
equipment. 

A principal feature in the 
“shakedown cruise” will be the 
quick check-out stand, an in¬ 
novation in the hardware busi¬ 
ness that makes it possible for 
a customer to buy his product 
in a hurry without having to 
wait while employees give 
their time to those who need 
advice for a particular need. 

The new arrangement also 
makes it possible for the 12 
people employed there to give 
more time to the customer who 
finds himself in great deliber¬ 
ation or dilemma. 

The change to the new store, 
which offers a 95-foot front 
compared to the old store’s 33- 
foot front, has not affected the 
company’s plumbing depart¬ 
ment which has been answer¬ 
ing all telephone calls through¬ 
out the transition period.

But 
the awesome power of nuclear 
weapons has vastly diminished 
the number of those who feel 
that way. We Americans al¬ 
ways feel we can win any war 
we get into, but we know that 
atomic war would leave even 
the victor crippled for life. 

Mock bomb raid evacuations 
such as we had last week, 
based on the theory that as 
many as 350,000 persons would 
be killed in a single city and 
its most important buildings, 
industries and utilities de¬ 
stroyed, are enough to make 
anyone realize there must be 
better ways of settling argu¬ 
ments.

daily open the meeting. As 
Walter Lippman pointed out 
the other day, no nation is 
willing to resign from this or¬ 
ganization and those who are 
not in it are eager to get into 
it. The reason is that all the 
thinking people of the world 
realize that the terrifying ad¬ 
vances in atomic power make 
it imperative for those who be¬ 
lieve in peace and human 
rights and freedom to stick to 
an organization w'hich stands 
for the advancement of those 
aims by peaceful means. 

The mere fact that Russia, 
which is continually defeated 
by actions of the United Na¬ 
tions, does not dare withdraw 
from it is evidence of its great 
moral power. And the fact that 
nations which tried for years 
to use it as a sounding board 
to divide the free world, only 
to fail, have lately turned to 
more conciliatory attitudes is 
evidence that it is gaining in 
moral force.

HIESTAND INTRODUCES BILL TO 
ASSIST AIR POLLUTION CONTROL

Representative Edgar W. Hie- 
stand (21st Dist. Calif.) has in¬ 
troduced a bill in the House of 
Representatives to amend the 
Water Pollution Control Act in 
order to provide coordination 
of research and technical as¬ 
sistance for the control of air 
pollution. 

"Control,” said Representative 
Hiestand, "is probably a mis¬ 
nomer. I used it simply be¬ 
cause it was a part of the ex¬ 
isting law dn water pollution. 
Scientific investigation and the 
coordination thereof, is provid¬ 
ed for in the bill which I have 
introduced. 

“It is similar to the Kuchel 
bill recently passed by the Sen¬ 
ate and sets up a control board 
consisting of the Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
the Surgeon General of the 
Public Health Service, and 
heads of other Federal Agen¬ 
cies, State and local govern¬ 
ment, Air Pollution Control 
Agencies, public and private 
educational institutions, to pre¬ 
pare or recommend research 
programs for eliminating or re¬ 
ducing air pollution. 

“It will build upon the foun¬ 
dations of knowledge and in¬ 
formation already developed 
by many local agencies. 

“Smog has become a nation¬ 
al problem, certainly an inter¬ 
state one, and the study of it 
can well be coordinated on a 
Federal level. Enforcement 
and smog control should be, 
and is, in charge of local law 
enforcement agencies, but the 
research and scientific study of 
the good work of all communi¬ 
ties might well be coordinated 
for the good of all. To this end 
I have introduced this bill. 

"My two other bills affect¬ 
ing the smog problem,” stated 
Hiestand, “that providing for 
FHA financing terms for the 
very expensive equipment 
needed for industry control and 
that providing for rapid amor¬ 
tization of these high and im¬ 
mediate costs, both have prom¬ 
ise of early consideration by 
their different committees.” 

“I intend to keep on push¬ 
ing for final passage of all 
three measures at this session. 
It should go far toward solving 
our very vital smog problem,” 
he said. 

Representative Hiestand also 
expressed considerable satisfac¬ 
tion at the increased appropri¬ 
ations for Forest Service in¬ 
cluded in the Conference Re¬ 
port passed by the House. 

"Although there were reduc¬ 
tions in the bill, since it in¬ 
cluded the Department of In¬ 
terior and related Agencies,” 
said Hiestand, “the Forest Serv¬ 
ice, long treated as something 
of a step child, was increased 
in the aggregate by some 5 
million dollars to approximate¬ 
ly 90 million dollar total bud¬ 
get for the year. 

"Appropriations for the four 
Southern California forests, in¬ 
cluding the Angeles National 
Forest in our own 21st District, 
included the $250,000 added 
last year by supplemental ap¬ 
propriation and an extra $125,- 


000 added this year for Forest 
Protection and Management. In 
addition to this, an extra $300, 
000 was agreed to by the Sen¬ 
ate and House Conference for 
these forests. 

“Many other items, however,” 
said Rep. Hiestand, “of impor¬ 
tance to patrons and lovers of 
the Angeles National Forest, 
were increased. Public Camp 
Grounds and Sanitation was in¬ 
creased by $500,000; Water Re¬ 
sources Management by $200,- 
000; Permanent Maintenance 
and Improvement by $250,000; 
added Forest Rangers, $150,000; 
Reforestation and Re-vegeta¬ 
tion $500,000; Range Manage¬ 
ment, $470,000, and many other 
important items. Cooperation 
with the States and other 
Agencies for Fire Control is 
now raised to $10,000,000 and 
cooperation with State Forest 
Management is now increased 
to $682,000. 

“All in all, I would say the 
bill is good news for the Forest 
Service and for lovers of our 
great national resources and 
recreation facilities. I don’t 
think we went far enough, but 
certainly raising the House bill 
for National Forest Protection 
and Management by three mil¬ 
lion one hundred thousand was 
of itself an achievement. 

"Added to this there are 
flexibility clauses in the revis¬ 
ed bill so that, if needed, the 
Angeles National Forest will 
have available more substan¬ 
tial funds than ever before. 
This is real solid achievement 
for our National forests.”

For many genera¬ 
tions, in Europe, Roman Catho- 
iice and Protestants felt that 
same way about one another. 

. . . But the United States dem¬ 
onstrated that under laws fair 
to all, Catholic, Protestant, Is¬ 
lamite, Jew, Buddhist and 
members of any other sect 
which does not infringe on the 
rights of others can not only 
live in peace but cooperate in 
city councils, boards of direc¬ 
tors and what not. 

Most of us forget how in¬ 
humanly cruel and unjust our 
ancestors were, 1000 years ago, 
to those whose ideas they op¬ 
posed. Now we know that men 
of genuine good will, whatever 
their political or religious be¬ 
liefs, can cooperate for the wel¬ 
fare of all of us. In fact, we 
naturally draw together, and 
cannot remain far apart, when 
we genuinely and sincerely 
strive for the good of all. Ella 
Wheeler Wilcox put it all in a 
quatrain: 

So many faiths, so many 
creeds, 

So many paths that wind 
and wind, 

When just the art of being 
kind 

Is all the sad world needs. 

That art, applied religiously, 
politically and generally, could 
make a happy, prosperous, pro¬ 
gressive world. But cherished 
hostilities may ruin it. 


Most worthwhile inventions 
have come about because some 
fellow attempted the impos¬ 
sible.
